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The Senate Faces the Issue 


In a demonstration of independence 


which left cynical observers gasping, the. 


State Senate yesterday demanded that 
the House of Representatives face up to 
the fiscal crisis in which Georgia schools 
find themselves. 

Four Senators, two long recognized as 
administration stalwarts, introduced a 
resolution calling on the Lower House— 
where all financial legislation must origi- 
nate—to get to work immediately on tax 
revision. 

Pointing out that “the people of our 
respective districts and counties elected 
us to do the job and represent them to the 
best of our intelligence,” the resolution 
introduced by Sens. Dykes, Tarver, Starke 
and Ayers declared: “We do not feel that 
we can stand idly by and pass this burden 
on to our successors and admit to them 
that we are not capable of handling the 
situation.” 


Despite the fact that those who have 
been urging postponement of tax revision 
until after the coming election were ob- 
viously caught off guard, the resolution 
was patently no spur-of-the-moment ex- 
pedient. It outlined. a studied and com- 
prehensive course of action “to eliminate 
and lower the following taxes which will 
amount to a saving to the people of our 
State of. $24,000,000, viz: all ad valorem 
taxes as levied by.the State, amounting 
to $6,000,000, leaving this field of taxation 
entirely up to the counties. which, in some 
_ instances, are badly financed; to lower the

State gasoline tax from seven cents to six 


cents per gallon, saving the peovle of 
Georgia $6,000,000; to reduce the cigar- 
ette tax by two cents per package, saving 
our people $5,000,000; to lower sur cor- 
poration income tax from seven to five 
and one-half percent as it was originally, 
saving the taxpayers $3,000,000, and invit- 
ing industry to come into our State, and 
by repealing completely 194 nuisance 
taxes, saving the people $5,000,000.” 

“In view of the lowering of the above 
taxes,” said the crux of the resolution, 
“we are recommending a three percent 
general sales tax.” 

It was passed by a vote of 38 to 7, 
Sens. Blalock, Layton, Pilcher, Rowland, 
Smith, Staten and Wright dissenting. 

What reception the resolution will re- 
ceive in the House remains to be seen. It 
well may be that the pressure of political 
expediency will yet prevail and tax re- 
vision be postponed. After all, the crisis 
in Georgia schools will hardly become 
acute until September and, under a bill 
already in the process of enactment, the 
primary will probably be held in July. 

But one thing is certain. When and if 
the current crisis becomes completely in- 
tolerable and the aroused voters start 
looking around for those responsible, they 
won’t be able to blame the Senate.

The anniversary edition was a 
long-time dream of his and its success was 
due largely to his planning, though much 
of the execution was left to the capable 
hands of his successor. It was a fitting 
climax to a useful career.

WASHINGTON—The Democrats are hard put to find a suitable candidate to run against Sen. 


Robert. A. Taft in Ohio this year. 


Plans had been in the making for billing the Ohio senatorial con- 


test as the prize attraction of the 1950 campaign, but it is beginning to look as though victory may 
go to Sen. Taft by default unless the opposition can hit upon a stronger opponent than now appears 


on the horizon. : 

Originally it has been expected that either 
Governor Frank Lausche or Mayor Thomas A. 
Burke, of Cleveland, Ohio’s largest city, would 
offer for the Democratic nomination. Both are 
strong men and either one of them would have 
given Sen. Taft a hard race, if they did not beat 
him. Both have indicated, however, that they 
have no senatorial ambitions for this year, leaving 
the field open to others of doubtful stature. 


Various reports have been in circulation to 
the effect that the political powers that be in 
the Truman Administration do not want to see 
Sen. Taft defeated, but prefer to build him up 
as the Republican presidential nominee in 1952, 
believing he would be the easiest candidate for 
the Democrats to beat. The weakness of the 
story is on the score that it assumes President 
Truman will be a candidate to succeed himself, 
an assumption far too early to make at this time, 
even were there some basis for it otherwise— 
which is not altogether true.

F On Georgia Taxes

In many ways the fiscal and tax problems confronting our State 
are like those confronting the Federal Government. This is so not 
only because the majority of the American people has expressed 
a desire for increased public services, but also because those in 
political control are loath to explain to the public at large that the 
blessings of government are costly in money as well as in indi- 
vidual freedoms. In Washington, the Truman program emphasizes 
what the Government can do for the individual citizen or groups of 
citizens in special categories. The problem is economic, concerning 
as it does taxes and the nation’s productivity. Yet the adyertising 
of the program to the people highlights the simplest kind of poli- 
tics—how pleasant it would be for everyone if the social goals 


aimed at were finally reached. 
Trend In Atlanta, there is the same kind of politics at work. 
True, it is not yet as far advanced as in Washington. And 
in many: instances it is resisted by those who find advantages in 
public professions about rugged individualism. But the trend to 
beneficent government is unmistakable, and even Gov. Talmadge, 
who has made some bold speeches about the dangers of socialism, 
is being pressured into a tacit acceptance of expanding government 
in his own State, chiefly because it seems to the practical politicians 
the easiest way to stay in office. 

‘This is not intended to say that Georgia does not have need for 
broadened State services. It is intended to show that we have no 
plan for increasing services over a period of years and that, unfor- 
tunately, an inadequate and unfair tax system serves to complicate 
an economic situation that virtually everyone agrees ought to be 
bettered, but the hard realities of which political leaders prefer not 
to deal with frankly for obvious reasons. 

Consider the drive to enlarge State services, which ended, fantas- 
tically, in a tax referendum last April. The effort died a-borning 
because of careless and fearful leadership. Virtually everyone 
agreed that improved education, higher teachers’ salaries and simi- 
lar services were not only desirable but necessary. 


‘Grab-Bag’ Mr. Talmadge was caught between two fires. On 

the one hand he did not want to go back on his 
equivocal campaign pledge that he would not raise taxes “if the 
people did not want them.” On the other hand, he could see the 
political value of espousing improved services particularly since 
the school teachers were willing to bear the brunt of a campaign 
to win over the people of Georgia. It was not BY chance that the 
fox of politics, Roy Harris, lined up with the advocate of expanded 
services. What an uncomplicated way to oppose sin and fight for 
goodness! 


But the brave story ended dismally. What was essentially a 


, job for the Législature—to get the money for these services—was 


shunted off to the people, who knew nothing about the intricacies 
of tax problems. Furthermore, the program itself became a catch- 
all for all manner of political wishes. The people of Georgia repudi- 
ated this grab-bag deal. And many honest persons, who were 
sincere in their efforts to improve conditions in their State, were 
sent begging. 

Yet circumstances would not let the Talmadge administration 
alone. So, in a last-minute reversal, new taxes were hurriedly voted 
to keep the State Government afloat. Today the revenue from these 
taxes is slowing as the result of the law of diminishing returns. 
The saving finger in the dike, however, was to be the long-awaited 
report of the Tax Revision Committee, which was supposed to pro- 
vide a long-range plan for raising revenue to meet State needs. 
Unfortunately, the Tax Revision Committee suc bed to what 
are known as the demands of prudent politics. uch hard work 
was done by this Committee. What the Committee lacked was the 
will to make a decision on the basis of its own findings. This deci- 
sion, it felt, should come from the Legislature. 


Circle And so as regards a decision on taxes, fiscal policy and 

State services, the circle has been completed. The issue 
was kept away from the Legislature by a Governor who hoped to 
avoid deep controversy early in his gubernatorial career. Then it 
was shunted to the people, who are not constituted to make a dis- 
criminating choice. Then, under pressure from the Governor, 
“emergency” taxes were passed anyway. Now, in a political year 
the Tax Revision Committee throws the matter into the laps of the 
Legislature. 

‘Round and ’round we go. Where does the political wheel stop? 
Apparently it does not as long as State services are to be kept in 
the fluid state of a political river which can be fished at will. Pres- 
sures will continue, of course, for these services, for they are things 
that honest persons want sincerely for Georgia. And there are evi- 
dences that their desires will find their.way into the plans of self- 
seeking politicians who will piouslysadvance them mostly because 
they sound so good in print. 

But Georgians must be on their guard as to how these plans for 
expanded State services are presented. They must decide whether 
or not they are tied to sound economic practices which will protect 
essentials of good government. It is one thing to shout for a better 
future. It is quite another to work for it.

The Fantastic Hydrogen Bomb 


WASHINGTON—There is one single, simple, central fact about 
the hydrogen bomb that everyone must grasp, if we are not to 
wander blindly into a new age of nightmare. The mere possibility 
that this terrible weapon may be built in two or three or four years 
alters the whole face of world affairs. 

This is so, moreover, whether President Truman settles the 
current controversy within the Government by deciding to build 
hydrogen bombs, or by refusing to build hydrogen bombs. For 
no one can be so simple as to suppose that the Kremlin will shrink 
back from constructing the absolute weapon, just because we have 
shrunk back. Nor should anyone wishfully assume that the Kremlin 


will not have the know-how for the job. 

: i Indeed, the leading Soviet physicist, Peter 
Soviet Know How Kapitza, is one of the world’s Thee or three 
greatest authorities on the major problem of the hydrogen bomb 
—the behavior of materials at very high and very low temperatures. 
We may hope to build such bombs sooner than the Soviets. But 
we must expect the Soviets to be able to build them in the end. 
In short, unless the whole world situation radically changes, the 
existence of a hydrogen bomb will, sooner or later, become one of 


the facts of world strategy and politics. 

Process In brief, the process that makes the sun the source of 
life is nuclear fusion, rather than nuclear fission. In 

the sun’s intense heats, the lower elements in the electronic table 

continuously combine into the more inert elements of medium elec- 

tronic weight. Vast energies afe released in this process of fusion. 

Vast heats are needed to make fusion occur. 

A hydrogen bomb is now possible, simply because the uranium- 
plutonium bomb briefly generates heats as great as those of the 
interior of the sun, from 1,000,000 to 10,000,000 degrees. The prin- 
ciple of the hydrogen bomb, which is known to physicists the world 
over, is to use uranium-plutonium fission as a trigger. Fission of 
the uranium-plutonium will generate the needed heat. The heat will 
send hydrogen nuclei crashing into the hearts of other atoms. The 
nuclear fusion will continue thereafter, with hundreds of thousands 
of times the destructive force of nuclear fission, until the whole 
charge of the bomb has been consumed. 


Strength There is one main characteristic of the hydrogen bomb 
| that set it wholly apart from the ,uranium-plutonium 
bomb. It is “open-ended,” as the physicists put it. In other words, 
there’ is no critical size that places a limitation on its power. It 
can be built, in theory at least, to any size desired. In short, the 
ability to build such.a bomb is, in theory, the ability to blow up 
the earth. 

This kind of Caligula madness is not, of course, the real danger. 
Yet the danger is there, all the same. For instance, those with long 
memories will recall the widespread fear, at the time of Hiroshima, 
that the radio-active byproducts of uranium-plutonium bombs might 
eventually poison the world atmosphere. The scientists then re- 
assuringly told us that 10,000 uranium-plutonium bombs would be 
needed to render the atmosphere noxious to life on earth. Everyone 
stopped worrying because the explosion of this number of bombs 
was quite inconceivable. 

No one can say, however, that the explosion of 10 hydrogen 
bombs may not be an eventual possibility. With 1,000 times the 
force of uranium-plutonium bombs, the hydrogen bombs’ release of 
radio-active byproducts will also be infinitely greater, 


Dan er The byproducts will be different. The rise in quantity 
g released per bomb may not be proportional to the bomb’s 
increase of force. The release of byproducts may even be con- 
trolled in some measure—an Atomic Energy Commission project is 
studying this problem. But you cannot get away from the fact that 
the mere manufacture of hydrogen bombs is an act that jeopardizes 
life on earth, in this way and in others. 

Thus a sort of circular dilemma is created. On the one hand, 
it is intolerable, because it means eventual surrender to the Soviet 
Union to let the Soviets build these bombs while we do not. On 
the other hand, it is equally ‘intolerable for these bombs to be 
competitively manufactured by two hostile world systems, thus

I dropped in on the proceedings down at the 
Federal Security Building and introduced my- 
self to a couple of solemn gentlemen in black 
fedoras. “We're bug men,” one of them re 
plied. “Government bug men.” 

There must havé been a couple of hundred 
bug men (and ladies) on the job. They rep- 
resented all segments of embattled humans: 
scientists, health authorities; rutabaga growers, 
chemists and screen-ioor manufacturers. Their 
problem was no easy one. 

If they could out a many-syllabled 
chemical that was poisOn to bugs and pie to 
man this earth would be heaven. But prac- 
tically anything that sickens a bug als? gives 
a stomach ache to man. 

So what they’re trying to do is decide which 
goos slay the bugs but disappear from the apri- 


cots before man eats ‘em. Some of the hew 
jaw-breaking chemicals are so potent. that a fel- 
low sprinkling them on his spinach patch has 
got to wear a gas mask. The drug boys are 
wondering what, if anything, such high-pres- 
sure dust may do to humans. The experts are 
here to tell the tale and at length. 

The Agriculture Department will discourse 
on bugs for 14 days; the man from the Geigy 
Company, Inc., of Bayonne, N. J., figures that 
if he’s not interrupted too often he can tell his 
story in about 20 days. And so on for many a 
long week until the Drug Administration knows 
all about bugs. 

Dr. Fred C. Bishop, of the Bureau of Ento- 
mology, the first witness, told the story of bugs 
and mankind. The bugs always seem to be 
one jump ahead. Today they’re eating up $4,- 
000,000,000 worth of stuff-a year in the United 
States alone. Let up just once on the fight, 
he said, and we might as well turn the land over 
to the bugs. 

“They would threaten existence 
of man,” he added. 

The idea of bug-eat-bug never has worked out 
very well, he said. Stepping on bugs is good, 
except that there are too many trillions of them. 
That leaves chemicals, These have got to be 
handled with care. More than a billion pounds 
were used last year’ on bugs, he said, but he’s 
seen no real evidence yet that any humans also 
were poisoned, 

I’ll drop in again in about a month, in case 
you're interested (the bug men say you’d bet- 
ter be), and see how man’s battle against his 
mightiest foe is coming along.

The Old Whine of ‘Persecution 


NEW YORK—It was expectable that Marshall Field, the Henry Wallace of the 
Fourth Estate with certain phases of Tommy Manville for extra, would take up 


for Paul Draper and Larry Adler, who sued Mrs. John T. McCullough, of Green-. 
wich, Conn., for $200,000 and attached her home and bank account.

ae Draper and Adler were cited as fellow-travelers. 
Over a spell of years, Field poured millions of his inherited fortune into a thing in New York 
officially called PM but colloquially known as PU. His great counsellor, political, and editorial, 


during this phase was Louis Weiss, a lawyer, a 
brother of Carol Weiss King, noted as an attor- 
ney for Communist persons and causes, Field 
was encouraged to believe that his money and 
Weiss’s genius and influence could send him to 
the White House. Latterly, Weiss made himself 
conspicuous around the Federal courtroom at 
the trial of Alger Hiss, who was accused of col- 
laborating with a Communist “apparatus” when 
he was in the State Department. As the psychi- 
atrists for Hiss have said in their rieuro-political 
jargon, details wrought together produce “pat- 
terns,” and these are some details in the pattern 
of Marshall Field. 

PM or PU or Marshall Field’s Thing finally 
rotted into a political putrescence called The 
Star. This, in turn, degenerated into a morbid 
and apparently terminal mess of interest mainly 
to students of abnormality. 

In Chicago, Field’ repeated the experiment but 
with slight variations and some restraint and it 
was this object which recently expressed sym- 
pathy for Draper and Adler. 


This pair are companionate spirits of the 
night club and Winter league “co ” cir- 
cuit. Draper dances. Affecting skin-tight 
pants, he puts his hands daintily on his hips, 
tosses his head, makes a saucy mouth and- 
whirls and flounces madly. Adler plays the 
mouth-organ. : 


A commentator in the Chicago version of 
Marshall Field’s Thing now tells us: “Draper 
and Adler can’t get a job in this country because 
they are allegedly pro-Communists, a dastardly 
charge that has never been proven. The two 
entertainers are victims of a vicious boycott that 
has wiped out their means of livelihood. In 
Prague, 158 non-Communist lawyers were ex- 
pelled from the profession because they did not 
conform:.to the prevailing political doctrine of 
the country.”

New dwelling units started during-1949 in the Atlanta! 4 
metropolitan area reached the record-breaking total of 10,240,) ; 
an increase of 21 percent more than the 8,435 figure for 1948, 
Brunswick A. Bagdon, Regional Director in Atlanta for the 


Bureau of Labor Statistics, revealed yesterday. 
Bagdon also estimates the total 


construction costs of the housing 
started in this area in 1949 amount- 
ed to $64,920,203. In the matter of 
these costs, the Construction Cost 
Index of the American Appraisal 
Company for Atlanta shows a de- 
cline from an all-time high of 531 
in October, 1948 to 503 in Decem- 
ber, 1949. This index is in relation 
to such costs in Atlanta in 1913. 
The trend of home-building in 
the Atlanta area was in line with 
the national trend. Bagdon reports 
that during 1949 there were 
1,022,900 dwelling units started.in 
the United States, an increase of 
10 percent over the 1948 total and 
20 percent over the 1947 figure. 


For the country as a whole, home-| = 


building was at its lowest ebb in 
January of last year and reached 
its peak in September, with 102,- 
900 units. The December total was 
79,000. 

In Atlanta, the lowest volume 
was in January, with 255 units. and 
the peak was in August, with 1,330 
units.

Ty isn’t just in the mind! 

It’s really physical and more 
than likely something you didn’t 
eat than something you did. One 
of the léssons we've learned 
about fatigue is that it is often 
caused by a lack of vitamin C. 
The same vitamin that abounds 
in fresh citrus fruit so plentiful 
now at the height of its season. 

The, observation that scurvy, 
or lack of vitamin C, causes fa- 
tigue, was made many years ago, 
far back in the days of sailing 
ships when sajlors developed 
this disease. Our modern way 
of noting the beginning symp- 
toms is often heard as “I am so 
tired I ache.” 

Part of this important vitamin 
is used in the body at once, part 
leaves the body unchanged and 
part is stored in the body. Any 
common infection or injury, and 
strains or stresses indicate we 
need an extra amount. Then, 
too, the newer. research shows 
that with’ advancing age . the 
body needs more vitamin C than 
in the prime of life. In “act, a 
liberal amount of this vitamin 
may help to moderate the aging 
process says Dr. Henry C. Sher- 
man of Columbia University.

AMIN C 

It’s best to get this vitamin 
from foods. The artificial con- 
centrates should be considered as 
drugs to be used only when pre- 
scribed by a physician. And you 
can eat generously of these vita- 
min-rich foods: for an .excess of 
this #itamin can do.no harm. 

Oranges are the number one 
source of vitamin C. So eat 
lenty from the season’s bounti- 
ul supply. Grapefruit are about 
three-fourths as rich, and toma- 
toes less than the two citrus 
fruits. However, these three, 
oranges, grapefruit, tomatoes— 
are ot top vitamin C foods. 

Potatoes, sweet potatoes, green 
and yellow vegetables are good 
sources also, especially in the 
quantities they should -be eaten

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Trumps have got to come out. 
Witness South’s mournful ’ ex- 
perience in today’s hand. 

The bidding in today’s hand 
was splendid. When South made 
a second round bid of one spade. 
North had good reason to con- 
template a slam. He might have 
suggested it mildly by bidding 
spades (a bid of three spades 
would be forcing to game but 
after the previous bid of one 
heart, would not be quite as 
strong), but he elected to make 
a more vigorous try by jumping 
in a new suit, intending always 
to return to, spades. The rest 
of the bidding was routine and 
the final contract of six spades 
was eminently sound. 

West opened the jack of dia- 
monds which was won in dum- 
my with the ace. Declarer was 
up against a difficult decision as 
to the choice of plays. There 
were two avenues of approach. 
One was to set up the club suit 
and the other was to play for a 
cross ruff. Declarer elected to 
go for the clubs. He drew three 
rounds of trumps winding up in 


his own hand and led a low club 
towards the .queen.. East won 
with the king and’ returned a 
diamond. A club discard was 
taken in dummy on the queen 
of diamonds and then the ace 
of clubs was played. When 
West showed out there was no 
way to set up the suit and the 
contract was defeated. This was 
an unfortunate break inasmuch 
as declarer would have _ suc- 
ceeded had the clubs *broken 3-2 
or had the king of clubs been 
with West. 

My own preference would 
have been to play for the cross 
ruff. Unless the diamonds are 
6-2 (an improbable distribution) 
the cross ruff will succeed as fol- 
lows: Three Tounds of diamonds 
are played and a club discarded 
from dummy: Now the are and 
another cluby East will win and 
presumably lead a trump. Since
